MM Urn* Grown dp la Chicago. 


The rapid increase in the number of 


toll buildings in Chicago In recent years 
has begotten a new industry. It is the 
cleaning of its windows nnd outer walla 
of the many "skyscrapers," »o numer- 
ous in Chicago. 


The army of employes who pursue 


this seemingly perilous profession num- 
bers thousands, and there is a. healthy 
increase every year. They are but fairly 
well paid, considering the skill required. 
The danger incurred deems great, but 
the occupation is not so dangerous ns 
it appears, for there aje few fatal ac- 
cidents. 
This is due to the fact tlmt 


from the necessity of such n pretension 
there have grown seveiul patented de- 
\ices which have minimised fatalities. 


The most important of these devices 


is the "life pmud" vvhicb may lie seen 
attached to the windows of almost any 
of the tail buildings in the down-town 
district. It Is u steel rod arranged trans-1 
versely with respect to the window, so 
as to protect the w indow cleaner from 
falling and dashing- out his life. This 
rod is attached by an arm on either 
side, each arm lifting into u patent 
Bocket on the window sill. Another de- 
\ice is found in the roi>e attachment, 
vliica secures the operator upraiust the 
danger of falling. The rope is fat- 
tened to the window sill, imd attached 
tj a belt around the body of the mnu nt 
work. It is Mifliciently long to allow 
him full pla;v for working. 


The contrivance used for cleaning I he 


exterior of walls is us simple IIM the 
oilier devices. 
It is a kind of scaffold

The question of injury to the eyes 


from electric light is being prominent- 
ly diacuttaed by scientists, oculists and 
laymen throughout the country. While 
opinions widely differ as to the ulti- 
mate injury likely to result from the 
rapidly Increasing use of electricity, 
the consensus of opinion is that light 
from uncovered or unoolored globes is 
working damage to the eyesight of hu- 
manity. In a discussion of tho subject 
a London electric light journal, in de- 
fending its trade, feels called upon to 
make some important admissions. It 
says: "It is not customary to look at 
the sun, nnd not even the most enthusi- 
astic electrician would suggest that 
naked nrcs and Incandescent filaments) 
were objects to be gazed at without 
limit. But naked nro lights arc not 
usually placed so as to come within the 
line of night, and when they do acci- 
dentally, whatever may result, the in- 
jury to the eye is quite perceptible. The 
filament of a glow lamp, on the. other 
hand, is most likely toniwtthecye.but 
a frosted bulb Is on extremely simple 
and common way of getting over that 
difficulty. Tho whole trouble cnn be 
rot-ily remedied by the use of properly 
frosted or colored' gins*, globes,. In any 
ease, however, the actual permanent 
injury to the eye. by the plowing fila- 
ment is no greater than that due to un 
ordimuy gas flame.'"
